M ary Alicia Owen, distinguish­ 
ed in the United States and abroad 
as an ethnologist, folklorist, 
and 
author, was born in St. Joseph,

A folklore lover from early child- 
hold, she often escaped from her 
family and nurse to visit among 
her friends of all classes and na­ 
tionalities. 
In time, she came to 
know the unmodified lore as told

tionists,

the 
slaves who still rem ained with 
them, and likewise 
among

English, Welsh, 
Irish, and G er­ 
man. 
By 1886, M ary Alicia Owen had 
definitely decided on w riting as a 
profession. 
It was two years later 
that she made

im portant 
discoveries 
in 
Voodoo 
magic 
which she published and announc­ 
ed in folklore societies. 
She began her career as a w riter 
by contributing verse, letters on 
travel, and book reviews to news-

Deeply interested 
in 
history, 
1 Miss Owen contributed a valuable 
i study. “Social Customs and Us­ 
ages in Missouri During the Last 
Century,” October, 1920, to

Missouri Historical Review.

also became the first life member 
j of the State Historical Society of 
Missouri. 
Among her well-known works 
are The Daughter of Alouette and
